Material

type, the top being made from 
Michigan hard maple that has 
been air seasoned for two 
years and then kiln-dried by 
a special process. The top is 
mounted on cast iron legs 31" 
high. 

Dimensions 

The maple top is 8' long, 
30" wide, thick, 36" 

high, built from Michigan hard 
maple strips double doweled, 
and glued together. It has ten 
square mortises at the front. 
The Legs are cast iron 31" 
high. This Bench is fitted with 
two drawers, each 24" long,

one drawer being 20" wide 
and the other 36" wide, both 
of which are CYz" deep (in¬ 
side measurements) carried on 
machined cast iron slides 
fitted with 2" brass lock and 
key. Top is oiled. 

Vises 

This Bench is equipped with 
one No. 1 Universal Pattern 
Maker’s tYont Vise and one 
No, 221-A Solid Nut Tail Vise 
with 4" jaws, adjustable front 
jaw, to open 6"; both of which 
are illuatrated on the back 
page of this circular.

Material

this Bench is made of the best 
material obtainable. Michigan 
Hard Maple, which has been 
air seasoned for two years and 
then kiln-dried by a special 
process, is used in the con¬ 
struction of these Benches, 
making this one of the most 
Durable Benches obtainable. 


Construction 

The Bench Top is made 
from glued-up strips, double 
tongued and jointed and will 
not warp or twist The Legs 
are 2%" x which gives 

the top a very sturdy support. 


Dimensions 

The Michigan hard maple 
top is 78" long, 25" wide, 
2%" thick. 34" high; the 
Michigan glued-up maple bed 
is 14" wide; tool well is 10" 
wide. Legs are 2^" x 3^4". 

Vises 

This Bench is equipped with 
an “Oliver" No. 161-D Quick 
Acting Front Vise, having 10" 
jaws opening 12"; also fitted 
with regular Cabinet Maker’s 
Wooden Tail Vise having 6" x 
6" clamping area and 6" open¬ 
ing. Front vise regularly fur¬ 
nished has 1-inch steel dog in 
the front jaw.
